THE MAYOR'S REPORT 


To the ratepayers of the City of Red Deer. 


Ladies ‘and Gentlemen:— 


In reviewing the records of the year the most important feature of 
‘universal interest is the completion of the Treaty of Peace, for which 
‘we are all truly thankful; and we must now’ face a new condition in 
this period of re-establishment and reconstruction with a new heart 
and a new understanding. F 


We revere the memory of the brave boys who made the supfeme 
sacrifice for right and Jiberty; and to all those of our City and District 
who did: military service we formally express appreciation in the 
_ spressntation of a neat and appropriate certificate, bearing the signatures 
of His Worship the Mayor of last year, George W. Smith, Esq., and 
the Secretary-Treasurer, A. T. Stephenson, Esq., under the Official Seal 
of the City. The Council has also been pleased to rebate the penalties 
on arrears on all eoldiers’ taxes. 


Finatces. Early in the year the Council. secured several ‘eaende 
ments to the City Charter, the most important Of which was to facili- 
tate the financing, in permitting the-CitY to consolidate its maturing 
Treasury Bills of-the several issues in a New Issue covering a period of 
ten years, and authorizing the making of agreements enabling those in 
arrcars to spread their payments over a term of years, providing the 
Current Taxes are paid on or before the 31st day of December. This 


arrangement has been generally approved, and many Agreements have ~ 


been completed. 

The issuing of Treasury Bills against Tax Arrears may have been 
Q& necessary and perhaps a satfsfactory expedient during the recent 
trying period, but henceforth it will be absolutély necessary to collect, 
each year, sufficient current taxes to pay all demands, for there car be 
no further capitalizing of Arrears. 

Economy must be practiced, and an tseti of Debentures on any 
account_should not be considered for several years, that the City may 
pull itself properly on to_its feet without levying exorbitant and un- 
bearable taxes. During the last five years we have "reduced our Deben- 
ture Debt by about $56,000.00, but this must not be construed to mean 
that we have reduced our Habilities by.that amount, for, in the mean- 
time we have capitalized our Tax Arrears, and realized on part. 

Our financial position, however, is improved, and our Banking 
Connection and arrangements are agreeable and satisfactory, but, to 
maintain this desirable position we must pay as we go, “from year to. 
year. 

Public Works. An unusual amount of grading an’ work has been 
done on the streets; Michencr Hill has had special attention, a catch 
basin and drains being, placed where we believe-they will prevent the, 
road from slipping, by carrying the water directly away. Silent Police- 
men have been installed on the busiest street intersections. Cinder 
walks have been built where walks were badly needed, and at a nom- 
inal cost to the city. 

Street Lighting. A new system of street lighting has been instal- 
led, giving a better distribution of: very much more lightover an ex- 
tended area, under a new agreement atsan advanced cost to the City, 
and to the decided advantage of the City, and, in my opinion, to the 
Western General Electric Company as well. 

Parks and Cemetery. Waskasoo Park has-been improved in-hav- 
ing drives and paths, extended, and morerustic seats are being provid- 
od. Swings have been built in the Parks and City Square and 
Teeters provided for the kiddies. The cemetery has had regular at- 
tention. ae 

Waterworks System. There have been a number of additional 
services installed, but no extensions have been made to:the mains. 
The wells have been cleaned, and special attention is being given the 
intake, which may be extended. 

Police Department. Chief Anderson returned from Overseas and 
resumed his duties about the middle of June, and the quality-of his 
work is reflected in the generally improved conditions. 


Fire Department. There has been very small loss by fire during 
the year, reflecting credit on the department. The fire limits have 
been revised, and we have discussed the advisability of a working 
arrangement with North Red Deer, and ‘with Municipal District No. 
339, for the protection of property outside the City Limits, but nothing 
has been done. ° 

The Fire Station and equipment are well kept. Practices are re- 
ported regularly, and the paid man and the volunteers all have a keen 
interest in the department work. The Commissioners have been con- 
sidering the advisability of replacing one team witha suitable motor 
truck, having in mind a saving which might be effected, coupled with 
an improved service, but they have not yet made a recommendation. 

Health Department. During the early part of the year this depart- 
ment was particularly busy on account of the epidemic of Influenza, 
which was kept well in hand, and there were only a few deaths. The 
majority of the Isolation Hospital cases were from outside points, and 
~ the expense of the service to other Municipalities was partly charged 
to the respective Municipalities and collected. There have been a few 
‘cases of Typhoid, caused by using polluted well water, and there have 
been recently a few cases of Scarlet Fever, but the condition of health 
generally in town is good. It is: my opinion that there should be a 
more frequent and regular inspection of the children in our Public 
Schools. 

Hospital. This institution is controlled or governed by a commis- 
sion of three, and operated by the Matron, consequently there is 
nothing to report from the city office, other than we were considering 
a small addition to the building for the better accommodation and com- 
fort of the nurses Wwhile.off duty, but the Treasury Bills-were not sold, 
and we felt that the Hospital Board was not quite unanimous in its 
approval, and consequently nothing has yet been done. 

Skating Rink. Several years ago the skating rink collapsed, and 
in the meantime no private citizen or company has been disposed to 
build a new one. In 1914 the City purchased a rink site and were pre- 
pared to call for tenders when war broke out, and the matter was 
. dropped for the time being. This season a Hockey Club has been 
formed, and a request made for assistance in providing an open-air 
rink, and the City is furnishing certain material on hand. This rink 
/cannot be permanently satisfactory, and I hope some enterprising citi- 
zen will build, or promote a company to build, a rink next year, for it 

“is really not the furiction'of the City to operate a skating rink business. 

Railways. The Canadian National Railway promised to complete 
their line into Red Deer this year, but the early unexpected frost and 
bad weather has prevented the completion of the work. ® 

Generai Conditions. There is a demand for modern houses which 
cannot be supplied, and while the Municipality cannot.undertake a 
building scheme at present, it is necessary that some interest be dis- 


played in extending the residential accommodation of the City in the, 


immediate future, particularly locating along the established lines of 
water and sewer. This suggestion may not be out of order, for the 
City does not feel it is incumbent upon it to extend these services for 
new dwellings thoughtlessly located while there is yet plenty of room 
on the lines of service already installed. 


Situated, as we gre, in a never-failing crop district, beautifully 
situated to advantage, the city’s prospects for development are excel- 
lent, both as a residential city, and with our excellent railway connec- 
tions, as a distributing centre. 


City Officials and Staff. I wish to express my appreciation of the 
loyalty and good éervice of all the city officers and employees, without 
exception. They appear to be as deeply interested in the City’s welfare 
as their own, and it is a pleasure to be associated with them. And I 
take this opportunity of thanking the Aldermen for their splendid sup- 
port in carrying on the City’s business, which takes a great deal of 
time and thoughi. 

Trusting that’my own work irad “not been disappointing.

HOW COST OF LIVING 
HAS INCREASED 


British Columbia and’ P.E.I. are 
Zenith and Nadir for Pousehold Ex. 
penses. 


Ottawa, November 28—How the 
cost of living has‘ jumped steadily 
since the war is illustrated anew by 
comparative statistics compiled by 
the department of labor covering the 
weekly cost of a family budget of 
staple foods, fuel, lighting and*“rent 
since 1900. 

The increase since 1914 is parti- 
cularly striking. Commodities and 


services which cost $14.47 per week’ 


in 1914 cost $22.93 in October of this 
year. There is an advance all along 
the line, and not only between 
periods mentioned but also in several 
instances since the armistice a year 
ago. 

Beef steak, which sold at 25 cents 
in 1914, was 36 ceats last month, this 
being -slightly less than last year. 
Fresh pork, 20 cents a pound when 
the war started, 39 cénts.in October. 
The difference between the bacon 
price at the beginning of the war and 
when the figures were compiled was 
the difference between 26 and 55 
cents. = 

EGG PRICES SOAR ee 

Fresh eggs increased from 25 to 70 
cents. Milk from 8 to 14 cents; .but- 
ter doubled in price, jumping from 
67 to $1.12; sugar, four pounds, from 
31° to 50 cents; tea from 9 to 15 
cents; potatoes from 17 to 35 cents; 
anthracite coal, one-sixteenth of a 
ton, from 53 to 84 cents; hard wood, 
one-sixteenth cord, from 42 to 81 
cents; average weekly rentals from 
$4.55 to $5.55, and lighting from $1.90 
to $3.14. 

As compared with a year ago, when 
‘the armistice was declared, batter is 
up 13 cents, sugar 1 cent and fresh 
pork 3 cents. ‘ The other articles are 
the same or slightly less. 

British Columbia is where the cost 
of living is highest and Nova Scotia 
next. A budget of staple foods that 
sold for $15.32 in British Columbia 
sold for $14.45 in Nova Scotia; $14.17 
in Ontario; $13.45 in Quebec; $14.18 
in Alberta; $14.10 in Saskatchewan, 
and $14.13 in New Brunswick. 

Prince Edward Island gets off 
easiest with an average price for the 
staples mentioned of $12.31.

“I know ‘vith absolute certainty 
that neither the people, the. kaiser, 
nor the government desired war, for 
the government knew better than 
others Germany’s tremendously diffi- 
cult position in a war against the 
entente.”

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REDUCED WHEAT ACREAGE 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has taken the unusual 
course of recommending farmers to 
reduce their wheat acreage next year. 
It‘asks that 42,000,000 acres be sowed 
this fall, and 20,000,000 next spring, 
to produce a yield of about 800,000,000 
bushels, on an average yield of 12 
bushels to the acre, This would give 
an export surplus of only 200,000,000 
bushels, or no more than Canada 
should have, with ordinary luck. Con- 
trasted with a wheat yield this year 
of about a billion bushels, this diver- 
sion of crop-sowing will make a 
material difference to the Canadian 
wheat-grower. The farmers will be 
urged to turn to mixed grains, cattle 
raising, dairying, and other still high- 
ly profitable lines. By next Autumn 
the cheaper grains of the sonthern 
countries will be in full position to 
compete in Europe, because plenty of 
shipping will be available. But 
Europe will still be short of cattle 
and meats and dairy products. The 
producer may find concentration next 
year on these lines much more profit- 
able. Ina free market, after the close 
of the present crop year, the proba- 
bility is that wheat prices will have a 
considerable tumble. Just now, per- 
haps, free prices would be higher than 
established minimums, on this conti- 
nent, but that is the temporary conse- 
quence of shipping and exchange con- 
ditions. Australia and Argentina have 
millions of tons of wheat from the 
last two or three crops yet to come 
on the market. The advice of the 
Washington Department of Agricul- 
ture should be noted in the Canadian 
iWest.—Mail and Empire.

The Book of Proverbs abounds with 


practical suggestions, based upon an 
understandizs of God's law. The 
sacred writer has watched with keen 
interest the lives of men and has ob- 
served the conditions which make for 
succss or for failur. The promises of 
God are statements drawn from hum- 
an experience and may be testad, in 
every life. Granted that certain con- 
ditions exist, certain results would sure- 
ly ‘follow. If there be faith in God, a 
sense of dependence upon’ Him, a 
readiness to do His will in all things, 
there. will surely be given unto the 
trusting, obedient soul the 

that is from above. i 

Sooner or later, every*person must 
settle the question of life work, and 
nothing {s more important than that 
this question should be settled in the 
interest of the individual himself and 
for.the common good. Unlike other 
civilizations, less democratic than 
our own, Western life is plastic and 
constantly ‘undergoing change. 

The accident of birth plays a lesser 
part in determining what a man’s 
life work shall be. Where the caste 
system obtains, the child folloWs the 
trade or professian of his father, and 
his mode of existence is decided at 


wisdom 


his birth. 
world conditions are more elastic, and 


But in this growing new 


with the greater freedom there is a 
correspondingly greater responsibili- 
ty involved in the decision of one’s 
life work. 

The making of money under our 
present conditions plays too large a 
part in the choice of a life work In- 
deed, in very many cases men have 
had very little to choose in obtaining 
.employment, and have simply drift- 
ed or been forced by circumstances 
into the position they occupy in our 
industrial and social -system. 

Unfortunately; too, there has been 
too little vocational guidance given 
by either parents or teachers. We 
have too often used more care in 
selecting and training horses and 
dogs than we have in guiding and 
preparing our sons and daughters for 
the life work which awaits them. As 
a result very many find themselves 
in positions for which they have very 
little fitness and working at tasks 
which make those engaging in them 
slaves, instead of artists. 

Another drawback to our present 
system lies in the fact that we have 
unduly exalted .certain professions or 
occupations and have corresponding- 
ly degraded or held in less esteem 
other forms of labor. We have in- 
vested service in the church with a 
peculiar sanctity, but have not recog- 
nized that every form of service 
which ministers to human good is 
equally holy. As a result of this 
priestly system, too often the men in 
the ministry have been segregated 
from their fellow men. to their detri- 
ment, and on the other hand _ the 
ideals which are necessary to make 
any work soul-satisfying haye not 
been brought to play in so-called sec- 
ular employment. 

The words of our text may well be 
interpreted as a command to recog- 
nize that the whole order of human 
experience is divine. The church 
today is not claiming for itself a 
monopoly of holiness. Devoutly we 
sing: s 
These are not the only walls 
Wherein Thou mayest be sought; 
On homeliest work Thy blessing falls 
In truth and patience wrought. 
Thine is the loom, the forge, the mart, 
The wealth of land and sea;

Release of 115,000,000 Gallons An: 
nounced in House of Commons. 


London.—One hundred and fifteen 
million gallons of whisky besides 


other quantities of spirits in bond in| § 


Great Britain, were released from 
war-time restrictions, and may be ‘dis- 


tributed to all-comers who can per- : 


suade the dealers to sell. 

_ The announcement of the removal 
of the restrictions, which was made 
without warning in the House of 
Commons by the Food Controller, 
came as a surprise to the members, 
who greeted it with loud cheers, 

The liquor trade was equally sur- 
prised gnd was beseiged by the well- 
to-do among the public as soon as 
the unexpecfed news spread. Many 
‘orders of from fifty to a hundred 
dozen were placed’ immediately, in 
addition .to numerous commissions for 
smaller quantities. Although it is 


thus freed to supply every man, 
woman and‘child in the country with 
thirty-six bottles apiece, it is doubt- 
ful if the public will find it easy at 


A. present to increase consumption to a 


great extent. The government main- 
tains control of the maximum price, 
which for whisky is ten shillings and 
sixpence per bottle, and it is not be- 
lieved that the dealers will sell much 
below that figure, as the existing high 
duty- will remain. 

Moreover, restrictions on distilla- 
tion duriug the war and the necessity 
of maturing stocks may lead the deal- 
ers to hold large quantities. On the 
other hand, it will be possiple to sell 
all the American whisky which has 
reached and is still’ reaching England, 
though clearance from the customs 
may be slow.

Some Signs. That Reactionaries Are 
Preparing for Restoration. 


London, November 20.—A message 
from the Times correspondent in 
Berlin bears witness to the~disquiet- 
ude prevailing there over the demon- 
tration in honor of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg. The accuracy of the 
correspondent’s feeling that combus- 
tible material’ is accumulating in Ber- 
lin, and that the capital will take fire 
some day, is attested by many inde- 
pendent observers. There are- now 
some 700,000 men under arms in Ger- 
many. In ‘addition, Herr Noske, min- 
ister of defense, has for some time 
been busily organizing a special pol- 
ice force of pickéd men, well armed, 
ostensibly as a protection against the 
Spartacans. - ; 

Several thousand of these men 
recently marched in columns of four 
through the streets of Berlin. ! They 
carried arms and bags of hand zren- 
ades and were accompanied by mach- 
ine gun detachments, They are vn- 
‘derstood to have been recruited main- 
ly, if not entirely, from the _ non- 
commissioned ranks of the German 
rimperial army.
